Connelly Seeks 
Re-election 


State Rep. Edward W. Connelly. R-Agawam. has announced 
his candidacy for re-election in the Third Hampden District. 

Completing his second term, Connelly has been concerned 
with property tax reform, home rule and state disbursement 
formula. 

“We are on the threshold of 
a breakthrough in updating the 
method of state reimbursement 
to cities and towns in the 
Commonwealth. 

“I anticipate initial reform 
measures in the near future 
which would have immediate 
effect on the ever increasing 
property taxes,” Connelly said.

Some people forget the first sentence in 
Abraham Lincoln's remark about fooling the 
people. 

“If you once forfeit the confidence of your 
fellow citizens, you can never regain their 
respect and esteem. It is true that you may fool 
all of the people some of the time; you can 
even fool some of the people all of the time; 
but you can't fool all of the people all of the 
time.'' 

Whether it was deliberate intent or the 
dullest stupidity that Andy Gallano left out the 
first sentence in his editorial of April 18, the 
fact that he did leave it out (and also did not 
use the part he did print word for word) raises 
a serious question in our mind. 

He is using some of the words of Lincoln out 
of context and that isn't the way it should be. 

Our thinking leads us to believe that Gallano 
just doesn't get his head together before he 
writes an editorial. 

So, say bye-bye to the nice intellectual 
editorial writer, Andy, and hello to the mean, 
lean journalist. You deserve what we have to 
say. 

Gallano will never regain the confidence of a 
great number of his fellow citizens; he has 
tried to fool them one time too many.... 
especially this writer. 


There is now a more democratic system of 
checks and balances on newspapers in town 
now that we're here. That's how it should be. 

The Agawam Citizen is not a political pawn. 
We are interested in running a real 
honest-to-goodness newspaper. 

We realize there could be a fallacious 
converse if we suggested that everybody 
should never believe anything Gallano writes 
again —but he has his facts so wrong on so 
many points (other than Lincoln's quotation) 
that if he is basing his editorial opinion or belief 
on fact he is, in fact, lying. 

He is shrewd enough to say “we believe'' 
and “it appears" and “it is interesting to note" 
just often enough to protect himself legally. 

He is also calculating enough to hope that 
readers will take his opinion or beliefs for truth. 

If there are people 
in this town who take his editorializing as 
gospel than we deserve all the Erlichman's, 
Colson's, Haldeman's and Gallano's we get. 
Hopefully, there's a Kissinger in the bunch of 
us. 

The most disturbing part of Gallano's 
editorial is his reference to Councilor Frederick 
Nardi's wife. It was unkind, cruel and lacking 
in human dignity. He owes a public apology. 

The title“teacher“ is too good, too 
important to be used by a viscious, pedestrian, 
baneful, pseudo-editorial writer who has 
political aspirations.

The budget came out of the 
Ways and Means Committee to 
the floor this week earlier than 
it has in many years, an 
indication that the legislature 
will finish its session on time, as 
planned, sometime around the 
fourth of July. 

There is a built-in incentive 
for winding up the people’s 
business with dispatch in an 
election year—getting home 
early to campaign. Many of us 
would like to see this efficiency 
carried into the odd numbered 
years as well. We see no excuse 
for the expensive snail’s pace 
that made last year’s session 
the third longest in history. 

WAYS & MEANS BUDGET 

The Ways and Means budget 
total is $2,740,153,307, a de¬ 
crease of $48,282,060 (1.7 
percent) from the Governor’s 
version of a total of ra e 
$2,788,435,367. 

Figures like these are not 
digested v/ithout plenty of 
chewing. Thus the importance 
of a major reform that was 
pushed by the Republican 
leadership for years and finally 
incorporated in a rules change 
last year. 

The new rule mandates a 
seven day period between the 
time the budget emerges from 
Ways and Means to come to the 
floor and the time it is debated 
and voted upon.
